AMERICA’S STRANGEST GRAVEYARD LIES IN 
CRYPT OF HISTORIC NEW ENGLAND CHURCH 


“Speak softly. Tread lightly 
This is God’s Acre. Here the 
Fathers sleep.” 
This modest adm onition, le t­ 
tered on a panel at the foot of a 
sim ple wooden stairw ay, in tro ­ 
duces the strangest graveyard in 
A m erica—the 
crypt 
of 
Center 
C hurch in New Haven, Connecti­ 
cut. 
C enter Church, m eeting house 
of the F irst Church of C hrist in 
New Haven, is a lovely structure. 
An outstanding specim en of the 
classic design so characteristic of 
the G eorgian period of New Eng­ 
land architecture, it stands on a 
com m on surrounded by m odern 
hotels, 
departm ent 
stores 
and 
bustling shops. Its gentle green 
law ns 
are 
flanked 
by 
trolley 
lines, bus stops, parking lots. 
But 
in 
the 
crypt — in 
this 
s t r a n g e basem ent graveyard— 
these 
evidences 
of 
a 
m odern 
w orld are lost. The pale light of 
a tw entieth century sun flickers 
through low windows upon crude 
grave-stones w hich 
w ere w ept 
over nearly a century before the 
D eclaration of Independence was 
signed. It casts an unreal glow 
upon tom bs laid before the stru g ­ 
gle for m ere existence had abated 
sufficiently to allow even thoughts 
of a struggle for political and re ­ 
ligious freedom in the new land. 
C enter Church w as built in 
1812-14 by Ithiel Town. It was 
m odelled after St. M artin’s-in - 
tae-F ield, London. 
On the exterior, four tall T us­ 
can colum ns support a sculptured 
pedim ent. The walls, of w arm 
red brick, are relieved by a num ­ 
ber of shallow arches, each of 
w hich fram es round-headed w in­ 
dows. A classic cornice and a 
bright, 
w h i t e 
balustrade 
are 
sharply silhouetted against the 
sky and a richly colored roof of 
asphalt shingles, which helps pro­ 
tect this priceless A m erican m on­ 
um ent against the ravages of fire. 
The 
high-ceilinged, 
balconied 
auditorium is beautifully orna­ 
m ented. A rich pulpit, beautiful 
stained class windows, and bright 
bronze 
m em orial 
tablets 
face 
com fortable 
pews still 
m arked 
w ith the nam es of Trow bridge, 
Eli W hitney, H enry Farnum . L u ­ 
cius Hotchkiss . . . nam es h al­ 
lowed in the history of New E ng­ 
land. 
C enter Church is the fourth 
structure w hich has sheltered for 
three hundred years an unbroken 
succession of wr »-shippers from 
the F irst C hurch of C hrist in New 
H aven. 
Its 
predecessors 
were 
dated 1640, 1G70, and 1757.

These once echoed to the tread 
of arm ed sentinels who guarded 
against Indian attack w hile the 
l i t t l e congregation w orshipped. 
From the first church, John D av­ 
enport, founder of New H aven 
and first pastor, exhorted his peo­ 
ple to give refuge to the regicides, 
Col. W halley and Col. Goffee who 
signed 
the 
death 
w arran t 
of 
C harles I. And 
in the second 
c h u r c h o n e “Jam es D avid,” 
around whom lingered a halo of 
m ystery, w orshipped. A fter his 
death it was disclosed th at he 
was John Dixwell, the third of 
the regicides, and his grave is im ­ 
m ediately back of the present 
church. 
B ut it is the crypt — and its 
strange 
graveyard — th at 
holds 
m ost interest for the casual visi­ 
tor. W hen C enter Church was 
planned, to stand on the site of 
its predecessor, its greater size 
over some of the graves of the 
made it necessary to extend it 


old, adjacent church-yard. A nd 
today it shelters the rem ains of 
139 men, wom en and children. 
The oldest stone in this strange 
graveyard is a low, tim e-eaten 
slab, m arking the death of “Mrs. 
Sarah Trow bridge. Deceased J a n ­ 
uary the 5th, A ged 46, 1687.” Not 
far aw ay lie the grandfather and 
grandm other of President Hayes. 
Of the 139 persons buried here, 
t w e n t y-five 
are Trowbridges. 
N ext 
to 
the Trowbridges, 
the 
W hittelseys were brought here in 
greatest num ber, eight in 
all. 
while there are m any Allings and 
ingersolls, and members of the 
family of Hays, or Hayz, progeni­ 
tors of Rutherford B. Hayes, 19th 
President of the United States. 
In the crypt, too, is the stone 
‘•In Memory of Mrs. M argaret 
Arnold,, wife of Benedict Arnold, 
Esquire, who departed this life 
June 19th, 1775, in the 31st year 
of her age," and of whom it is 
said that her influence might have 


kept him from his treasonable act. 
Inquiry reveals that the m an 
■who betrayed his country once 
had an apothecary shop in New 
Haven, at what is now 167 W ater 
Street. And, oddly enough, the 
site of A rnold’s shop is now oc­ 
cupied by a building m aterial* 
dealer, in whose w arehouse are 
colorful asphalt shingles, sim ilar 
to those which protect the roof of 
the burying place of A rnold’s 
first wife from New England sun 
and snow and rain. 
The last burial in the crypt w as 
in 1812, that of M rs. W hittelsey, 
widow of the R everend Chauncey 
W hittelsey. 
The crypt was restored in 187& 
—and the sim ple dignity of its 
headstones and inscriptions seem 
to sym bolize' the 
character 
of 
New England. W ithal, it is a fit­ 
ting m onum ent to those pioneers 
w ho carved a new nation from 
the stern and rugged w ilderness 
of a new world.

Lay Out Your Herb Garden as You Would a Flower Garden by 
Considering Heights and Growing Habits. 


Herb gardens are in fashion. Not 
Only do they have definite decora­ 
tive value, but they will do a great 
deal for the cuisine where the cook 
can be interested in using the herbs 
to flavor dishes. 
From a practical standpoint the 
herb garden can be made as easily 
as the flower or vegetable garden. 
Some of the herbs are perennials, 
but many of the best ones are an­ 
nuals. 
Plan to have your herb garden 
in a sunny situation, close to the 
house where you can step outside 
the backdoor for a leaf of savory 
or a spray of mint.

DILL—Necessary for home made 
pickles.

This modest adm onition, le t­ 
tered on a panel at the foot of a 
sim ple wooden stairw ay, in tro ­ 
duces the strangest graveyard in 
A m erica—the 
crypt 
of 
Center 
C hurch in New Haven, Connecti­ 
cut. 
C enter Church, m eeting house 
of the F irst C hurch of C hrist in 
N ew Haven, is a lovely structure. 
An outstanding specim en of the 
classic design so characteristic of 
th e G eorgian period of New Eng­ 
land architecture, it stands on a 
com m on surrounded by m odern 
hotels, 
departm ent 
stores 
and 
bustling shops. Its gentle green 
law ns 
are 
flanked 
by

lines, bus stops, parking lots. 
But 
in

crypt — in

s t r a n g e basem ent graveyard— 
these

a tw entieth century sun flickers 
through low windows upon crude 
grave-stones w hich 
w ere w ept 
over nearly a century before the 
D eclaration of Independence was 
signed. It casts an unreal glow 
upon tom bs laid before the stru g ­ 
gle for m ere existence had abated 
sufficiently to allow even thoughts 
of a struggle for political and re ­ 
ligious freedom in the new land. 
C enter C hurch w as built in 
1812-14 by Ithiel Town. It w’as 
m odelled after St. M artin’s-in - 
tfce-Field, London. 
On the exterior, four tall T us­ 
can colum ns support a sculptured 
pedim ent. The walls, of w arm 
red brick, are relieved by a n um ­ 
ber of shallow arches, each of 
w hich fram es round-headed w in­ 
dows.

asphalt shingles, which helps pro­ 
tect this priceless A m erican m on­ 
um ent against the ravages of fire.

And, oddly enough, the 
site of A rnold’s shop is now oc­ 
cupied by a building m aterial» 
dealer, in whose w arehouse are

burying place of A rnold’s 
first wife from New England sun 
and snow and rain. 
The last burial in the erypt w as 
in 1812, that of Mrs. W hittelsey. 
widow of the R everend C hauncey

The cry p t was restored in 1879 
—and the sim ple dignity of its 
headstones and inscriptions seem

shadow effects. They lead to more Interesting pictures. 


S 
HADOWS are important in a pic-1 
tare—-in fact. Just as important I 
at times as the brightly lighted 
areas. Observe shadows—use them 
Judiciously—-and your pictures will 
be more effective. 
Every artist knows that a strong 
•hadow can be used to make a sub­ 
ject stand away from a background. 
The shadow gives an efTect of 
depth or “ third dimension.” even 
though the picture is actually on a 
flat sheet of canvas or paper. 
Shadows, when used properly, 
also give an effect, of roundness or 
“ modeling” to a subject. By placing 
a light at the proper angle, often a 
rather flat subject can be made to 
aeom well-rounded. If the subjects 
la some of your pictures seem flat 
and lacking In “ third dimension." 
maybe you Just haven’t been plac­ 
ing your photo lights In the best 
positions. 
There’s a special use, too, for 
ahadows cast on a background. 
Sometimes they can be made to 
bring out the Idea or "story 
of a 
picture. For example, in the statu 
ette shot above, the shadow shows 
the action 
early—more clearly 
than the subjects themselves. 


To obtain a sharp, clean • cut 
shadow on a background, use a 
photo bulb without a reflector. Two 
photo bulbs sldo by side, without re­ 
flectors, will give a double shadow. 
Many novel effects can be worked 
out. However, you must remember 
that a reflector multiplies the light 
from a photo bulb. Therefore, when 
you omit the reflector, exposure 
must be Increased Short "tim e” ex­ 
posures will usually be needed with 
Inexpensive cameras. Try one to 
two seconds, with a box camera and 
high 
speed 
dim, 
when 
a small 
No. 1 photo bulb is used five or six 
feet from the subject. Of course, 
have the camera on a firm support. 
The closer the photo bulb is to 
the camera, the "flatter” the light­ 
ing. As the bulb is moved around 
toward the side of the subject, the 
lighting becomes more contrasty 
and shadows are broader. When us­ 
ing “ side lighting,” make sure that 
direct light doesn’t shine into the 
camera lens. 
Experiment with shadows. It’s In­ 
teresting—and It will lead you to 
better pictures.

A motor road across the Hindu 
mountains of Afghanistan, begun 
eight years ago by Nadir Shah, 
has recently been completed.
